The next number was a solo by Mrs. 
James VV. Pearl. "Sing Sweet Bird," 
which was greatly enjoyed 
by the 
highly appreciative audience. 


The next toast was given l)y MissSarah 
Farmer, the tirst president of the soci- 
ety, "TheOiicn Door," a subject which 
she treated from a literary standpoint, 
claiming that there was an entrance 
into literature always open to true lit- 
erary genius. 
U was a stimulating 
address for further elTorts on the part 
of the Oasoll members and guests for 
further achievements in literature and 
a high grade of literary excellence. It 
was a very thoughtful and well pre- 
pared address. 


Mrs. Charles N. Sowers responded 
to the subject, ''Relics of Barbarism 
in Modern Society." She treated some 
of the fallacies of the modern society 
in a very caustic and witty manner 
The foibles of both men and women 
received their due share of criticism. 
Among many good things she said she 
wondered that some women ever made 
any calls after hearing the sighs of re- 
lief on the departure of a guest.

decollete gowns she quoted an Eng- 
lishman as saying that an American 
lady was one who wore enough cloth at 
the end of her skirts in the day time to 
make up for what she should have had 
on her shoulders in the evening.

The Ossoli society was named in honor of one of the most beautiful charac- 
ters In the literature of the nineteenth century—Sarah Mary Fuller-Ossoli. 


Mary Fuller was born In Massachusetts ninety years ago. 
Her father was 
a lawyer and he decliltvl that his daughter should have the same educational 


advantages as her brothers and he as- 
sumed her personal instruction. 
To 
this end he made great personal sacrl 
flees, teaching the child after the ex- 
haustion of his day's work and never 
realizing that this late overtension was 
sapping the nervous strength of the lit- 
tle (i-year-old. 
Soon nightmare and 
sleep-walking sounded their unavailing 
warning, and it is therefore not sur- 
prising to learn that a few years later 
the overtaxed child-life lay hovering 
between life and death. 
The stern, 
remorseful father, realizing at last the 
slender thread from which her life was 
suspended, came to her bedside and 
said: "My dear, I have been thinking 
ef you in the night and I cannot re 
MABY PULLER-OSSOLI. 
member that you have any fault. 
You 


have defecti^i of course, as all mortals have, but I do not know that you have a 
single fault." 


When Mary Puller was 25 years old her father died and left a dependent 
family whom she supported by teaching school and giving private instruction. 


In 1844 Horace Greeley Invited her to become literary'»critic on the New 
York Tribune, a ))osition In which she mads a brilliant record. 
In 184« with a 
party of friends she visited Europe and in the following year at Home marrli d 
Marquis Angelo Ossoll. 
During the selge of RomefMary Fuller was in charge 
oi two hosoitals while her husband fought on the walls. 
Her presence in the 
various wards was a benediction to the dying and sunshine for those who were 
to live. 


After the fall of Rome the Ossolis decided to return to^ America. 
The.mar- 
quis, his wife and'lnfant son took passage on a ship that was wrecked off Long 
island. 
Margaret refused any assistance that would separate her from her hus- 
band and baby and consequently she was not anongr the passengers who were 
saved, 
Her beat known books are:

The present bank building will be 
enlarged, new vaults will be built, and 
many other improvements in the bank- 
ing house will be made.
